Energy Crisis Topic At 


City Council 


The full council of the city of 
Albany dealt with a short agen- 
da in a matter of minutes at 
the regular meeting Monday, 
November 26 at 8 p.m. in the 
Council Chambers. 


Before an audience of 18, the

James B. Turner, Administra- 
tive Assistant, commented that 
the city lof Albany has taken 
steps to decrease its energy use, 
such as turning off unnecessary 
lighting and motors and lower- 
ing thermostats in city (build- 
ings. 

The energy crisis was further 
discussed. A letter from the 
League of California Cities

summarized actions pending be- 
fore the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency on November 29 
which would restrict automobile 
use. Councilman Dick Clark 
moved that the city reply nega- 
tively to the proposals before 
the agency and it was so or- 
dered. 

Under Good of the City, Coun- 
cilman Carlevaro suggested that 
Mr. Turner meet with Golden 
Gate Fields representatives and 
Albany auto dealers to discuss 
the effects of the energy crisis 
on them. He further suggested 
that if their businesses were af- 
fected by the energy crisis and 
the city lost revenue from them, 
the budget should be adjusted 
to compensate for the loss. 

Mr. Turner was also request- 
ed to attend a meeting on Wed- 
nesday, November 28. regarding 
a proposetd annexation of prop 
erty by El Cerrito. 

Dario Meneketti commended 
the council for its efforts to 
cope with the energy crisis, and 
requested that the council con- 
tinue to look after the interests 
of Albany citizens in regard to 
this matter. The meeting closed 
on this note. 


Chamber Asks Anti-Smog 
Rules Reconsideration 


Members of the Board of, Di- 
rectors of the Albany Chamber 
of Commerce, stunned: at. the 
far-reaching. ramifications of 
the Environmental Proteetion 
Agency's anti-smog regulations, 
outlined in a recently released 
1135 page publication, have vot- 
ed to have Chamber Manager, 
Hal Denham, send letters to the 
Alameda County Chamber Man- 
agers Association, the Golden 
Gate Association of Chamber 
Executives (comprising repre 
sentatives of all Northern Cali- 
fornia chambers), and the U.S, 
Chamber of Commerce in Wash- 
ington, D. C., calling attention 
to provisions of the regulations 
which could eventually prove 
disastrous to all businesses of- 
fering parking to their custom- 
ers and/or employees. 

Qne._ provision, slated. to take 
effect July 1, 1974, would force 
all cities of 100,000 population 
or more, to set a 10-cent-an-hour 
charge on all commercial park- 
ing, between the hours of 7 4m. 
and 7 p.m., except on weekends 
and holidays, with an additional 
10 cent increase the following 
year, and a total charge of 25 
cents to be imposed by July 1, 
1976. 

An owner, supplying five or 
more free parking spaces, 
would have to pay $180 each a 
year starting next year, $360

Bay Area city developers, 
note, however, if all major 
cities in the U.S. are forced to 
order additions to their present 
transit systems, because of en- 
forced regulations, it would 
probably take years before all 
the buses, trains and streetcars 
could be manufactured and de- 
livered. 

Although two public hearings 
on the regulations were held re- 
cently in San Francisco, so lit- 
tle publicity was given to them 
that most people were totally 
unaware of them. Consequently, 
the Albany Chamber is urging 
its membership, and any and all 
other interested individuals, to 
contact their congressmen to 
force a reopening of the hear- 
ings to give the public a chance 
to voice their opinions.

Imprinted While You Wait 
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The Path Of Least Disturbance 


In the past few years, the United States has embarked 
on a new era of environmental concern that has altered 
our outlook about a number of things. 


Once, when we saw a smokestack topped by full plume 
of black smoke, we thought of men working, of things 
being produced. Now we think of the air being polluted. 


Once, when we saw a parking lot full of automobiles, 
we marveled at our nation’s prosperity. Now we think 
of oil being consumed and noxious gases spewed from 
- exhaust pipes, of acres of land given over to highways. 


Yet America can’t reverse the tide of industrial pro- 
gress—not if our present standard of living is to be main- 
tained. So ways must be found to strike a balance—to 
conserve natural resources and obtain maximum produc- 
tion of goods and services with minimum environmental 
damage. 

For some industries, the answers may be long and hard 
in coming. In the transportation industry—important to 
all other industries—we are lucky. We have the railroads. 

Today, railroads haul more freight than the trucks and 
water carriers and airlines combined, And railroads are 
easy on the environment. Water carriers and pipelines 
are relatively easy on the environment, too, but water 
earriers are limited geographically, and pipelines are lim- 
ited as to the commodities they can move. 

Railroads and trucks are the two modes which have 
the greatest geographic range and can carry the widest 
range of products. 


Of the two, railroads get the nod, environmentally 
speaking. 

They use a right-of-way that occupies far less land— 
and can carry far more traffic—than the highways. 

The diesel engine used in both railroad locomotives 
and trucks is a cleaner engine, in terms of polluting emis- 
sions, than the gasoline-burning engines used in most 
automobiles. But less energy is required to roll a metal 
wheel over a metal rail than is required to roll a rubber 
tire over a highway, and most studies have concluded 
that railroads put out about one-third the emissions of 
diesel trucks, per net ton-mile. 

An even more direct result of the physical efficiency of 
railroads relates to fuel. The energy shortage of this win- 
ter drove home with brutal force the message that the 
nation’s reserves of fuel are not inexhaustible. 

Railroads and diesel trucks use the same kind of fuel 
oil. But, in 1971, railroads bought only about half the 
amount of fuel oil that was bought for use in highway 
diesel vehicles—of which trucks make up the greatest 
percentage by far. In the same year, railroads carried 
nearly twice the ton-miles carried by intercity trucks. 

The point of all this is not to suggest that the use of 
highway trucks be discontinued in favor of railroads. The 
nation needs all her transportation modes—and that need 
is increasing. 

But without railroads, that could mean an unacceptable 
‘ inerease in environmental damage and in consumption 
of natural resources. 


With railroads, we can breathe a little easier,

Starting January 1, 1974, you 
can't be sent to jail for certain 
minor “moving violations,” nor 
tried by a jury. Like somé oth- 
er city ordinanees stich as dog 
leash laws, these violations are 
now deemed “infractions.” 


You'll have no right ‘to free 
court-appointed Giu..:«l; you 
can be fined, 


The néw law applies to most 
of the rules of the road, But the 
laW is still tough on driving un- 
der the influericé of alcohol or 
drugs, reckless driving, speed 
contest or exhibitions or throw- 
ing substances at vehicles. You 
can still make the pokey if you 
disobey orders of traffie offi- 
cers, give false information, or 
use a vehicle to trespass. These 
“an mean fine AND jail. 

What are these new “infrac- 
tions?” They include disobeying 
signs, hatines rights, speed 
limits, auito standards. It was al- 
ready an infraction to violate 
parking laws, certain equipment 
requirements and to drive with- 
out a licensé in your possesion. 

One who drives more than 
25,000 miles a year gets a Spe- 
elal allowance for violations. He 
is not presumed to be a negli- 
gent driver until he has six 
“points” in 12 months, eight in 
24 months or 10 in 36 months. 
Those who drive less than 25,- 
000 miles are said to be legally 
negligent when they have four 
or more points in 12 months, six 
in 24 months. or eight in 36 
months. 

Don’t be a negligent driver: 
your insurance will go up or 
your license may be suspended. 
Every driver should know that 
a point is charged him when he 
has a minor moving violation 
or is responsible for an accident. 
Reckless driving, drunk driv- 
ing, speed contesting are more 
serious, A felony such as drunk

~.Most buildings where peaple 
on bikes. go frequently provide 
bike stands and special areas 
for bicyclists to park their 
bikes, Always be sure, if such a 
place is proyided you use it. 
Bicyclists must know that bike 
parked on a sidewalk, for exam- 
ple, in front ef a store, is very 
hard to notice if there isa lot 
of foot traffic, Elderly people 
especially frequently do not see 
parked bikes and often fall over 
them. Sometimes, a person, el- 
derly or not, can get painful in- 
juries in this manner. So park 
your bike where it is out of the 
way of foot traffic. That is the 
safe and courteous thing to do 
for everyone concerned. 

Now, looking at it from the 
standpoint of saving damage to 
your bike, it stands to reason 
that you should not park your 
bike close to parked cars, be- 
hind, or in front of them. Al- 
ways be sure that your bike is 
parked away from parked vehi- 
cles, and in plain view of traffic 
that may be going by. For ex- 
ample, if you were to park your 
bike, using the kick stand, in 
an alley near the entrance, a 
car might turn into the alley 
very rapidly and never see your 
bike until it was too late, for 
the driver would not be expect- 
ing a bike to be parked in this 
.manner. 

* Another problem -that you 
must think about whenever you 
park your bike is properly lock- 
ing it to avoid theft. A rapidly 
growing problem today is stolen 
bicycles. It is big business,

There are actually — bicycle 
thieves who travel from town to 
town in trucks, picking up bl 
eycles as they go, Then they 
transport them to another state 
and sell them, Of course, a ‘bike 
that Is not locked in any man- 
ney could be easily and quickly 
picked up and loaded into a 
truck before anyone might no- 
tice .So it is in your best inter- 
est to always lock your bike, 
even if you are going to leave it 
only for a few moments. There 
are various types of bike locks, 
but the one suggested as the 
best is a lock which uses a long 
chain, allowing you to wrap the 
chain around a light post, or 
other objects that cannot be 
moved, There are various types 
of chains available, but some of 
them can be easily cut with a 
tool made especially for this 
purpose, Your best bet is a good 
padlock and a chain made of 
case-hardened steel. See your 
bike shop for these items and 
see to it that you get and use 
them. The cost jis good insur- 
ance against losing vour bike 
to thieves.

Noncompliance With the regulation can result in fines up to $50. Field enforeement of the 
regulation is the responsibility of the California Highway Patrol. Windshield decals will 
be issued to indicate compliance or exemption. 


Installation should be made by a licensed, certified installer at a California State certified 
installation facility, The law requires that all costs tor the device, including installation 
and certification must not exceed $35. 


In cases involving .a ‘transfer of title an additional charge may be made for inspection of 
emission control devices already installed, 


Some vehicles are exempt. CSAA advises car owners that a certified installer knows the 
exempted yehicles, and can determine whether or not a specific car requires a device, 


Inspection for exempt vehicles may cost approximately $5,
